HERE is no more common emergency to deal 


with than the care of a person who has fainted. 
It is a never-ending wonder to me that the 


average person is so witless when it comes to the 
treatment of fainting. Everybody has witnessed the 
emergency. Everybody has been taught what should 
be done. But it is seldom that anyone does what 
should be done. 


By common consent when someone has fainted 


or is otherwise afflicted or hurt, most of the by- 
standers crowd as close as they can get and do

nothing but look on. They wait for the doctor or for anybody el-e 
who will take command. They seem utterly helpless. 


Perhaps it usually is a good thing- •- 


that they reognize their helplessness. 
When they do venture to do some- 
thing it is usually the wrong thing. 


What happens to one who falls 


in a faint? The heart, that faith- 
ful pump which has never failed to 
work, suddenly stops beating. 
It 


does not completely stop of course, 
or death would occur. 
But the 


pulsations become so feeble that the 
blood just barely flows. 


When you try to f,ind the pulse at 


the wrist, it cannot be felt at all 
Even if you were to listen with 
your ear on the chest you might 
not be able to hear the feeble beat- 
ings of the heart. 


The 
immediate 
effect 
of 
this 


failure of heart action is the drain- 
age of blood away from the biain. 
Unless the brain is continually and 
abundantly supplied with a cleans- 
ing and stimulating supply of pure 
blood, 
the 
nerve 
centres 
which 


control all the vital functions, lose 
their power. If this condition con- 
tinues even for a fraction of an 
hour, there may be disastrous results. 


You can see that the important 


thing to do when the heart is work- 
ing so feebly, is to keep all the 
blood possible in the brain. To this 
end you want gra\ity to assist all 
it can. Certainly that cannot be 
accomplished' by having the victim 
sit up or stand up. It cannot be rheumatism send a 
accomplished by having him

down with his head and shoulders 
m somebody's lap. 


The thing to do is to have the 


patient lie flat on the ground, or 
better still, to lie on a sofa or 
stretcher, the foot of Which can be 
elevated. By getting the head low, 
the blood easily reaches the brain. 


Keep the crowd away, because lots 


of air is essential. For the same 
reason a tight neckband dr tight 
clothing which impairs the breath- 
ing, should t>e loosened or removed. 


Do not try to force water or a 


stimulant, down the throat of an 
unconscious person. It may pass 
into the larynx and drown the vic- 
tim. 
When he is awe to swallow, 


give water or a gentle -stimulant. 


Remember and apply these sugges- 


tions the next time, they will help 
a fainting friend.

FARMERS HAVE SHIPPED 45 


PER CENT OF WHEAT. 


Sharp Fall in Price .the Last Few 


Days Not Regarded as Indi- 


cating Any Real Reces- 


sion in Price. 


During the last six days 1,066 


cars of wheat have been handled 
on the Omaha market, nearly all of 
it coming from Nebraska points. 
In the opinion of grain men about 
45 per cent of the crop is now out 
of the hands of the farmer but he 
has been favored this year by the 
fact thatsthe high prices have been 
paid while he still had wheat for 
sale. Altho the market has dropped 
about seven cents in the last two 
days, this is regarded as only a 
temporary recession, and that the 
price will go up again soon. 


The railroads have been handling 


the heavy shipments of the last few 
weeks without any trouble. 
The 


railway commission has had but 
two or three complaints of inabil- 
ity to get cars. In each case it was 
due to a too hard and fast applica- 
tion of the rule of the railroads 
that if the shipment is going off its 
own rails, it will not haul the grain 
in its own cars. 
Instead foreign 


cars are used. 


It so happened in these cases 


that there were no foreign cars at 
hand, altho there were line cars 
available. In each case the commis- 
sion ordered the railroad to use its 
own cars when no foreign cars 
were likely to be available in a 
short time. 


The Burlington and Union 
Pa- 


cific are handling the greater part 
of the business at present. Grain 
men say that the shipments so far 
have been by farmers who were 
pressed for money and those who 
were satisfied with the price. At 
a number of stations this price has 
hovered between $1.20 and Sl.GO, 
dependent on distance from mar- 
ket.

SENATOR HOWELL 


HOLDS TO VIEWS 


Nothing Has Happened, He Says, 


to Change Original Belief 


That Coolidge Well in 


Lead in Nebraska. 


United States Senator 
R. B. 


Howell, declared in Lincoln Satur- 
day that in his opinion, President 
Coolidge is well in the lead in Ne- 
braska. 


"At the end of a sneaking tour 


covering two weeks, nothing has 
occjirred to change my original im- 
pression," said the senator. "My 
conclusion is that here and else- 
where the fight is between the two 
major parties. ,1 have gathered 
certain data in' Nebraska from bal- 
lots and direct contact with the 
people. Nowhere have I found evi- 
dence which should alter my belief 
that Nebraska 
is for President 


Coolidge." 


Senator Howell has been im- 


pressed by the great interest taken 
in the subject of agriculture, a sub- 
ject which he covers with thoro- 
ness. He finds that the feeling re- 
specting crops is one of -satisfac- 
tion. 
In his Nebraska 
speeches, 


the senator talks affirmatively of 
his party candidates. 
He speaks 


highly of Adam McMullen, nom- 
inee for governor. 


He spoke at the Temple theater 


at 11 a. m., at a meeting held under 
the auspices of the University Re- 
publican club and addressed .an 
afternoon meeting at the Lindell 
hotel held under the auspices of 
Lincoln Republican Women's club. 


Senator Howell's address at the 


Temple was the first of a series of 
political talks before students of 
the University of Nebraska. 
Not 


being a day when students are on 
the campus to attend classes, less 
than one liun-ired heard the ad- 
dress. 


Mr. Howell spoke of the educa- 


tional value of political addresses 
and advised students to listen to all 
speakers with special knowledge of 
governmental affairs. "Good poli- 
tics is good business" he said. "In 
this campaign," he said, "only two 
candidates are in the running." He 
explained that Mr. Davis had the

That is to vote for Colo- 
idge. 
No great sacrifice of prin- 


ciple is necessary to do that. You 
may be obsessed by the importance 
of this, that or the other issue, but 
take the word of those who have 
been through many political con- 
tests that it is mostly a sham bat- 
tle as proved by the disappearance 
from one campaign of what was 
regarded as highly important "in 
the one just before it. If you get 
men in oftice who are cool-headed, 
possessed of common sense, hon- 
esty and insistent on reducing the 
cdst of government you have got 
about the most that you can expect 
as the result of politics.
